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Things in General. 





HAT is the matter with a section of the local Con- 
servative press?

{[E business situation in Toronto, with its steadily up- 
T ward movement in prices, its numerous strikes, actual 
ry threatened, and the widespread tendency to specu- 
late in stocks, reflects the general business conditions of the 
entire North American continent at this time. Economic 
history proves beyond a doubt that we cannot hope to al- 
ways enjoy that peéuliar condition of industry and trade 
which we designate as good times. In the long run we are 
bound to average up on fat and lean years, and after we 
have profited from a period of prosperous seasons we are 
certain to experience seasons less prosperous. The condi- 
tions now obtaining in so marked.a degree are such as have 
universally presaged trade depression. Thoughtful business 
men are commencing to ask themselves whether the infla- 
tion can progress much further. Thoughtful mechanics and 
working men are asking themselves whether they may not 
endanger the steady employment and good wages they have 
enjoyed during the last six years, by pushing their demands 
further than the employers of labor can safely go. The rise 
in wages is largely necessitated by the increased prices of 
most of the commodities of daily consumption and by the 
appreciation of land and building values. But labor is evi- 
dently commencing to imagine that it can dictate any terms 
it chooses. It only needs one or two big slumps in the 
stock market, such as there was some indication of the other 
day, together with a little more bullytagging from organized 
labor and even a partial failure of crops, to make capital 
timid and thus produce a serious reaction. Another great 
crop in the North-West would doubtless carry industry 
along for a time, despite unfavorable conditions in labor 
and in securities. But it is evident that a time has arrived 
when prudence should be the watchword of all classes.

AST November $300 was cut off the grant from the 
city to the Prisoners’ Aid Association and transferred 
to the Prison Gate Mission of the Salvation Army, 
and at that time I took occasion to contrast the methods 
pursued and results achieved by the two organizations. Ob- 
jection had been raised in the Board of Control to the large 
sum expended by the Prisoners’ Aid Association for cab 
hire, some $700 being specifically provided by the Ontario 
Government for this purpose, and all of it expended. By 
way of explanation, the officers of the Association stated at 
that time that the ministers who conduct Sunday services 
at the jail, the Central Prison and the other houses of cor- 
rection could not be expected to walk, and would not use 
the street cars.

Monday last, when a deputation from the Prisoners’ 


Aid descended on the camp of the Ministerial Association 
with a demand for tribute, this same question of cab hire 
had to be threshed out. A portion of the discussion, as 
reportcd in the “ Daily Star,” is worth reproducing: 


Mr. Hugh MacMath of Parkdale, superintendent of 
the Sunday schoot at the Andrew Mercer Reformatory, em- 


phasived the fact that although the work had grown greatly 
there had been no corresponding increase in revenue. “The 
Government gives us $2,500 a year,’ said Mr. MacMath, ‘and 
$700 « year extra is allowed for cab hire, as it is shown that 
unless the teachers and ministers are conveyed to the re- 


formatory in cabs they cannot make connections, and the 
guards cannot be supposed to wait after the hour of ad- 
mission.’ It was here that Rev. P. C. Parker asked for 
light and received it. ‘I wish to clear up a little misunder- 
standing here,’ said the clergyman. ‘I notice you state that 
the clergymen as well as the lady teachers at the Mercer 
are taken to the reformatory in cabs. Now I have only had 
acal once. and that was ten years ago, and I had to pay 
for it myself.’ ‘Can’t the street cars be used to save this 
expenditure?’ asked Rev. T. B. Hyde. It was here that 
Mr. Parker received the light, for Mr. MacMath told him 
Plainly that part of the $700 yearly expended was in driving 
clereymen to and from the prison and reformatory in cabs. 
Mr. Cassels made no comment, although it was stated that 
lor the past twenty-five years he has gone to and from his 
hom» in Cecil street to the prison without once patronizing 
acah or street car on the Sabbath.” 

li the ministers are averse to using the Sunday cars in 
Setting about to perform their ministrations, as was stated 
before the Board of Contre! last fall, it is noticeable that 
NO expression of opinion to that effect was heard at the con- 
lerence on Monday. Bro. Parker, it is true, was sore be- 
Cause he had had a cab only once and then had to foot the 
bill himself. He surely cannot bein good standing as a chap 
lain with the people who dispense the Prisoners’ Aid patron- 
age. Bro. Hyde raised precisely the same question as was 
Taised by the controllers last November. It is a sensible 
question, and will strike all practical people as going to 
the root of what cannot be regarded as other than an abuse. 


Why indeed, cannot the street cars be used, to save the 
“tay um of seven hundred dollars for the serious work of 
the 


Association, which is claimed to be so urgent and so 
greatly in need of money? Mr. MacMath’s excuse that 
Unless the teachers and ministers are conveyed in cabs they 
cannot make connections, and that the guards cannot be 


€xpected to wait after the hour set for admission, is hardly 
“atisiactory. Why can the teachers and ministers not make 
con 


nections? Can they not start five or ten minutes earlier 


than they have been doing? Surely the time of these 
charitably disposed persons is not more valuable than that 
of business men who have to make close connections every 
day in the week, and yet manage to do so by using the 
‘treet cars. If the real reason is that the ministers, having 
‘ought Sunday cars, are new stubbornly determined not to 
tide in them, let the fact be admitted. But let it also be

GUires men of energy, resource and strength of character 


Says: 





Education does not produce men of this type. On the con- 
trary, education, the higher it goes, or the deeper, makes 
men of sensitive souls who are unfitted to cope with the 
world’s roughness or the world’s problems. There are ex- 
ceptions to every rule, but universities do not give men 
character or energy or endow them with resourceful pur- 
pose.” This is an oft-repeated and possibly a shallow im- 
feachment of higher education. As recently pointed out in 
these columns, some of the best commercial openings in 
Toronto are being filled by university men. The same thing 
is true to a much greater extent in the United States. Ii 
the argument set forth above holds good with regard t 
universities, it holds good for all forms of education. The 
Public schools cannot make stupid boys bright nor lazy 
boys energetic, but this fact is not used as an argument 
against Public school education. If universities do not give 
men character or energy or endow them with resourcefu’ 
purpose, they surely do not deprive their students of thes« 
qualities. It is quite true that you can’t fasten a fivi 
thousand dollar education on a fifty-cent boy, but neither 
can you fasten a five-dollar education, nor indeed anything 
better than a fifty-cent education, on a fifty-cent boy. Wher

were poor business men and _ that the masses were 
over-ecucated, the president of a Western university 
replied: “If an educated man is unfitted to take a practical 
hold on life, he was not worth educating to start out with, 
or the education he was given was a misfit.” In England, 
Ireland and Scotland, the leaders in affairs, as well as the 
leaders in thought, are very largely university men. In the 
older lands academic training is regarded as a matter oO! 
course for every boy whose parents have the means to pro- 
cure such an advantage. To an increasing degree this is 
the case in the United States. Statistics recently compiled 
in the latter country showed an astonishingly high percent- 
age of college graduates amongst the successful men of 
action and of affairs. The point is that while the higher 
education cannot make a man out of a natural born “dub. 
neither is it likely to make a dub of any young fellow who 
would not have been a dub under all conceivable circum- 
stances. Of course men can and do succeed without edu 
cational frills. Men of exceptional force have succeeded in 
a large way with only the barest rudiments of schooling 
The old saying is that “an ounce of mother is worth a 
pound of clergy,” and certainly brains, energy and charac 
ter, whether associated with educational attainments or not, 
are bound to make themselves felt in human intercourse 
Yet a majority of the men who have succeeded in life with- 
out the help of a liberal education, regret that they lacked 
opportunity of acquiring one, or that having had the oppor- 
tunity they did not make use of it. They flatter themselves 
that their success would have been still greater had they 
started even, educationally, with some rival who had the 
advantage of them in this respect. Such an attitude is an 
admission that a naturally bright, energetic boy is likely to

M R. ANDREW CARNEGIE'’S new book about “ Busi- 
1 ness” contains those well-known deliverances of his 

on this very question, in which he says that education 
s a handicap in the race for wealth. He asserts that the 
‘winning class’—the phrase is his—is made up of men who 
went early into business and followed it hard in their teens 
whereas the college men in business “will usually be found 
under salaries—trusted subordinates.” That sounds bad for 
the college man, but, as Mr. E. S. Martin has pointed out, 
t all depends on the way the statement is put. When you 
say that a college education is an insuperable obstacle to the 
biggest business success, it sounds like a warning to am- 
bitious youth to keep away from the colleges. But if you 
put it another way—that education is one of the best known 
~reventives of the disease called acquisitiveness—somehow 
it sounds better for the college man. As Mr. Martin points 
ut, it is no wonder Mr. Carnegie gives money so liberally 
to colleges, libraries and institutions of research and learn- 
ing. He knows acquisitiveness is a direful malady. He 
knows what a bad job it is to have two or three hundred

HOUGH passed by the House of Representatives, the 
new and extremely hoggish Chinese Exclusion Bil] 
which it was proposed to substitute for the Act up to 

now in force, has been defeated in the United States Sen- 
ate. The main objection to the new bill was that it was 
likely to interfere with the development of trade between 
the Republic and China. There was also a question as to 
its being in conflict with a treaty made in 1804 to run for a 
period of ten years and to be renewable at the end of that 
time. This treaty excepts from the exclusion laws “ of- 
ficials, teachers, students, merchants or travelers for curi 
osity or for pleasure.” The bill which the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed and the Senate threw out so defined 
teachers, students and merchants that the benefits of the 
treaty would be denied them. For example, no one was to 
be considered a teacher under the bill unless he had already 
taught in the higher branches of education in China, and 
had “actually completed arrangements to teach in a recog- 
nized institution of learning in the United States.” In like 
manner, a student was defined as one who comes to study 
some of the higher branches, and a merchant as one who 
has completed arrangements to become the proprietor of 
a “good-faith mercantile business in the United States.”

Had the bill passed it would have been a high-handed but 
clever violation of an international agreement and but 
another example not only of “American” “slimness,” but 
also of the disposition of Western nations in general to play 
fast and loose in their dealings with the poor Heathen 
Chinee. But, as might be expected, it was on the lower 
level of self-interest and commercial expediency that the 
arguments were based which weighed against the measure 
in the United States Senate. Senators Foraker, Cullom 
and others who fought the bill, dwelt on the fact that China 
1s nOW apparently entering upon an era of commercial ex- 
pansion and that it would not pay Uncle Sam, while as- 
siduously seeking a share of the new trade, to be too 
“nifty” with the Chinese. The argument prevailed. The 
* American” chases the dollar with an eagerness simply 
heroic, and when it is impossible to appeal successfully to 
his sense of fair play, one whisper of prospective profit 
brings him to time with a rush.

I F it is true, as Engineer Rust, City Commissioner 

Coatsworth and Parks Commissioner Chambers as- 
sert, that the increase of wages of civic laborers will 
cost the city $50,000 a year, instead of $15,000, the folly of 
Ald. Oliver’s pleasant little policy, from the taxpayer’s 
point of view, commences to be delightfully evident. It 
appears that if the ordinary laborer gets twenty cents an 
hour, all the partly skilled men who have been getting a 
light advance over laborers’ wages will have to be given a 
corresponding increase. Having wept on the shoulders of 
the charwomen and laborers, the emotional aldermen who 
run the city’s affairs as if they were presiding at a free 
lunch counter instead of administering a business, can 
scarcely refuse an all-round raise if they are to preserve 
their reputation as good fellows and friends of the down- 
trodden. But how about the laboring men who do not 
work for the city, do not get twenty cents an hour, and 


have to pay their share of the taxes that support the city’s 
“ ariscocracy of labor’?

INCE Emperor William began his social campaign 
against Christian Scientists and Spiritualists, the 
police of Berlin have been taking a census of the so- 

called quacks who flourish there. It has been discovered 
that by the side of the two thousand qualified physicians 
in the German capital, there are not less than four hundred 
and seventy-six persons who make a living by some form 
of healing nct recognized by law. Of the male healers, 
twenty per cent. have been servants, forty per cent. artisans 
and sixteen per cent. tradesmen. Of the hundred and 
twenty-five “lady healers” of one sort or another, only 
one has had more than an elementary education, and the 
great majority have been domestics, shop girls or factory 
These figures doubtless mean that there are a lot 
of credulous people in Berlin, or they may mean that there 
are a lot of incredulous people—incredulous, that is, of the 
usefulness of the recognized schools of medicine as prac- 
ticed by the doctors. The growth of the patent medicine 
business and the spread of all sorts of movements designed 
to eliminate the physician as a factor in social economy are 
world-wide phenomena, and it is as fair to attribute them 
to popular loss of faith in doctors as it is to say that they 
‘re due to the gullibility of the people. ; 
*” 

HAT life is cheap and civilization only a veneer, be- 
neath which lurk the instincts of savagery, has been 
made manifest by the long and sanguinary struggles 

in both South Africa and the Philippine Islands. Once the 
lust of blood is aroused as it has been in those unfortun- 
ate countries, it is hard to induce men to lay down their 
arms or forego the savage freedom of war. Peace, how- 
ever, is evidently nearer at hand in South Africa than in 
the Philippines, and while it is to be hoped Uncle Sam may 
tind some way of putting a stop to the barbarous warfare 
that has cost so much life and property, the situation will 
not be withcut a grim humor if he is compelled to go on 
struggling awkwardly with a primitive foe after John Bul! 
shall have concluded the great white man’s war he has had 
on his hands for a much shorter period of time. Our 
neighbors have so long had the laugh on “the old man” 
that they will not look very comfortable if the tables are 
turned and the laugh is on them. 

In the Philippines the trial by court-martial of Genera} 
Smith for cruelty and murder, in issuing orders to kill all 
males above ten years of age in Samar and to ravage the 
island, has come to The defence of General Smith 
on trial was that of justification and necessity, and it is 
already quite evident that even the sanest and most high- 
minded journals in the United States are prepared to stand 
behind the army in anything they may have done in dealing 
with the poor Filipinos. For example. “Harper’s Weekly.” 
in writing of the “water cure” and the Smith orders, argues: 
“A choice of cruelties is the best that has been offered in 
the Philippines. It is not so certain that we at home can 
afford to shudder at the water cure unless we disown the 
whole job, and if we dc disown the whole job we cannot 
put the responsibility for it on the army. The army has 
Obeyed orders. It was sent to the Philippines to subdue 
the Filipinos, and it seems to have made remarkable pro- 
gress. Having the devil to fight, it has sometimes used fire; 
having liars to fight, it has sometimes used lies; having 
semi-civilized men to fight, it has in some instances use? 
semi-civilized methods. That was inevitable, and will be 
inevitable as long as soldiers are men. If these water cure 
casés are brought to trial they should be tried in the Phil- 
ippines before men who are fam liar with the circumstances 
of their occurrence and the general conditions and stand- 
ards of conduct that obtained where they happened.”

V HILE the tide of prosperity has been mounting high, 
it appears that the rich man and the weary office 
clerk are suffering from hard times. So we are 

told by Editor Watson of “ Dun’s Review.” He says: ‘* The 

wage-earner has been so well employed that he has swelled 
the deposits in savings banks beyond all records, and is 
able to carry a larger life insurance, besides putting money 
in building and loan associations. On the other hand, the 
man of great wealth finds that properties on which he 
formerly received from seven to ten per cent. interest now 
yield only from four to five per cent., and that his bank 
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° 
stocks and Government bonds return two per cent. or less. 
. . . « Though artisans, skilled labor, and the agricul- 
tural communities have prospered remarkably in the past 
few years, the enhanced cost of living has been met with 
most difficu'ty by the office employees in the big cities. 
With them the supply is always greater than the demand, 
due to the ambition of parents to have their sons engaged 
in what they deem a ‘gentleman’s’ occupation. The father 
is a skilled mechanic, earning four dollars or five dollars a 
day, and always able to find employment. The son has 
the advantage of a good free-school education, and when 
he graduates he is sent to the nearest city to work in an 
office. His parents want him to have advantages 
which they fear can not be had if he follows his father’s 
life of manual labor. The result is an army of clerks. who 
can never earn above eighteen dollars or twenty dollars a 
week.” There is a good deal of truth in this picture. Gen- 
erally speaking, it is doubtful if parents can do better for 
their boys than to give them a good trade. The skilled 
artisan as a rule is as well off as the man who finds him- 
self growing old, perched on an office stool. Tf his occupa- MR. LORNE SOMERVILLE.

greatest historical figures of the 
United States, never had 

much hold on the popular imagination. 
Jefferson, his great has 
touched the sympathy of posterity as 
Hamilton has not. There have been 
few romantic characters, few 
more romantic lives, than Hamilton’s, 
yet for all that the first great financier 
of the American continent has always 
seemed to the majority of students to 
pe hacking in some of the warm, hu- 
man currents that make men of earlier 
ages and generations in the course of 
time comprehensible and real to those 
of a later stage. Talleyrand considered 
Napoleon, Fox and Hamilton to be the

There is one 
other mistake often made by the dear- 
that of using a nom de 
plume in private society, by which to 
introduce a writer to some stranger 
likely to be impressed or interested 
thereby. The man or woman who likes 
to be placarded before his or her face in 
this manner is either very dull or very 
conceited—the terms not always 
synonymous. On the contrary, positive 
distress often overcomes the placarded 
person, and, at all events, leaves them 
feeling a bit ruffled at having business 
thus pitched into pleasure. A nom de 
plume belongs in its place at the end ot 
the paragraphs or story or at the be- 
ginning of the book written. Intimates 
will not, and no outsider should, use it 
personally, while as to the outer circle, 
let them decide 'to cherish the nom de 
plume and never bother to discover the 
Miss ®mith or Mrs. Brown who sits 
tight ‘‘au derriere.’”’

Close of the 1.0.F. Supreme Court. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 7.—The Su- 
preme Council of the Independent Or- 
der of Foresters concluded its session 
yesterday, having adjourned here from 
Los Angeles. The full quota of dele- 
gates were present. The meeting was 
held in Redman’s Hall. The report of 
the Committee upon Appeals was 
adopted, also the report of the Commit- 
tee on Australian Work, endorsing the 
action of the Supreme Chief in dis- 
missing the manager there. Resolutions 
regarding the death of Brother Cald- 
well and Brother 3rownjohn, New 
Brunswick, were adopted. The report 
of the Committee on the State of the 
Order was adopted. It was very con- 
gratulatory in tone, and was well re- 
ceived. The event of the session was 
the presentation to Dr. Oronhyatekha, 
Supreme Chief, of a magnificent gold 
official collar of twenty-one links, em- 
blematic of his twenty-one years of 
service. The chain bears upon its links 
the emblems of the order and the 
coats-of-arms of countries where the 
order is established. The cost was con- 
tributed to by every member of the 
Supreme Court, and the scene when it 
was presented was one of the greatest 
enthusiasm, the delegates all rising and 
cheering again and again. In making 
the presentation Rev. Mr. McCaughan 
sard he was commissioned by the whole 
Supreme Court to say that it was given 
as a token of their love, and aiso as 
an expression of their absolute confi- 
dence in the Supreme Chief's manage- 
ment of the order. 

This was the signal for renewed 
cheering. The Supreme Chief briefly 
but feelingly responded, expressing his 
heartfelt thanks for their confidence 
and kindness. The officers were then 
installed, and the Supreme Court ended 
its session. . 

The Foresters of San Francisco enter- 
tained the delegates at several beauti- 
ful functions, the reception in the Al!- 
hambra Theater being the great event.
